meeting a number of experts in match¬ 
es for different sums, in no case suffer¬ 
ing defeat. In exhibition shoots, too, 
he did some fine work. 

Mr. Geo. Rimell, an acknowledged 
leader among the pigeon shots, closed 
with him for the Championship of the 
World, a fine badge having meanwhile 
been prepared by Btreetor, of London. £

We mny all talk of our thoroughbred horses and fast 
trotters, our mustangs, and our pacers; but after all 
we have nothing to compare with the original of all 
the Arab—for gamencss or beauty, gentleness or cour¬ 
age. Take u hundred of your choicest cattle and place 
one high caste Arab among them; then set the world to 
choose from among the lot, first, on account of grace, 
and you will find !M out of every 100 spot the Arab. 
In the same way test him ou gentleness, and every one 
will acknowledge his superiority. Put a hundred and 
forty or a hundied and fifty pounds on to the back of 
each of the lot and keep them going without whip or 
unnr—I no Ar.th will beat them all. Then, if need be, 
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another, nor was Minlmasler disgraced, as a head only 
separated him from the dead heaters.

The reason why all speed tests of Arabs and thor- w 
oughbreds has been a failure heretofore, is. that the a; 
purest strains of Arab blood have never yet been pro- gi 
cured- Neds id horses cahnot be bought from their own¬ 
ers, and those animals we see in Europe Turkey, 
Egypt and elsewhere, are not of the pure blooded Arab, 
but are animals of an inferior strain, as much as the K 
ordinary roadster is inferior to the thoroughbred racer. 

But should we ever succeed in matching a true Acdgid 
against a thoroughbred, we should have then no cri¬ 
terion; for the greater height and consequent greater . 
stride of the latter would effectually put a stop to any 
fair test, as the Arab as a rule does not exceed fourteen 
bands, and if at ail, by very little. Wc know from ex- 
perience that a small, undersized horse, however true 
of form or pure of breed cannot cope successfully and 
on equal terms with taller and longer-striding animals 
of equal quality. YVe can call lo mind two instances ' 
on the English turf to point our moral: bnuntcrer and 
Zambesi were each perfect in every way, though stand- 
ing considerably under fifteen bands; as two-year-olds, « 
over the short courses their compactness enabled them - 
to score many valuable wins; hut afterwards they bad 
to succumb to their more lengthy and leggy compeers J 
in all the great three-year-old und weight-for-age races, 
though in handicaps when they got uu allowance for 
their lack of height they managed to hold their own 
If the smaller auimal should beat the larger, be would < 
indubitably be the swifter. But if the larger beats the - 
smaller, be is the swifter iu so far only that he has 
covered more ground in a quicker time; but be to indu¬ 
bitably so it would be necessary to prove that in pro- 
portion lo the difference of size and stride he had 
covered more ground than the other. 

It is on account of this variance of size that the ( 
weight for inches standard lias been adopted in India, 
whereby the lover of horses and a close finish is able to 
see many a fine race which otherwise would have been 
a mere procession. 

Instances of close races are .cry numerous, 
but a couple of these will be sufficient to illustrate the 
case in point. At Lucknow, in the aulumn of 18-^, we 
had a very good meeting with some of the best animals 
uf all classes in India present. There were fine lots of 
eutrica for the free-for-all. country bred, galloway, pony 
and Arab classes. The Arabs especially were well 
represented ns lbe 2d in the Calcutta Derby, and the 
winners of the great western Arab race were to try con¬ 
clusions with half a dozen other cracks lo make mat- 
ters cheerful. 

Mintmnstcr, nn up-stuoilmg gray, Ihe 2d nt Cftlcutta, 
was made favorite with Salar (the winner .it p oonali) ft 
fine level iron-gray second favorite, whilst Ellenbor 
tmirh (laid and Fureed each had numerous admirers. 
The sixth horse was an old chestnut of a by-gone day 
pul in to make ihe running for the little tour-year-old 
bay, Fureed. 

It was one of those crisp, cold days, so refreshing in 
the early winter, on which a great coat is quite desira¬ 
ble The worn brown uf the two-mile oval course was 
distinctly traceable ou the brilliant emerald plain, all 
verdant irom the summer-rains: Clumps of mangos 
were scattered picturesquely about the upper outer side 
of the course, contrasting pleasantly by their rich dark 
foliage with lbe vividness of the grass beneath them.

“Sometimes, and that is what bothers me, 1 hate 
had my animals recognize me after an absence ol sev- 
eral months.

Strange to say, they 
do not seem to know a man by his features, but by his ( 
dress and more particularly by his voice. It I should 
go into my cages with a strange suit of clothes on, ana 
should not speak, the beasts wouldn't know me, and 
ten to one would try to do me a mischief.

This conversation led to some talk about how these 
fierce brutes are brought under the subjection of man. 
Mr White was willing to impart information, says the 
New York Star, and some of.the results of his many 
years of experience are given below: 

TRAINING THROUGH FEA1I. 

Animals taken full grown from the woods and jun¬ 
gles are generally much more easily trained thun those 
that have been born in captivity and brought up by the 
, human hand or by the mothers in the cage. These lat¬ 
ter. or “pet” animals, nearly always acquire many 
i tricks ana manners which they have to unlearn before 
l they can be properly taught. Then, too, their constant 
i familinrity from early cubbood with mankind tends 
, creatly to divest them of thnt fear of the human ani- 
: mal which is the first essential in their education to 
’ proper subjection. On the other hand, those feasts 
i thnt arc brought up so as to know no sentiment but 
- fear soon learn that their ill temper will not he tolerat- 
» ed for a moment, und thnt a fit of sulks only bnngs

b en from their native forests is partial starvation, they 

a are kept without food until they are both weakened in 
1 strength and subdued in temper and fierceness, hood 
is then given them by degrees, always by the same per-

Sometimes they are used 
to separate two large lions or tigers, which are fighting 
and cannot be driven apart iu any other wav. Long 
burs of Iron or ateel, heated to red lieat la a forgo, are 

E reseed against the Jaws and teeth of two fighting 
rules. For a lime each imagines that the unwonted 
pain comes from Its adversary, hut a few minutes serve 
to convince both that some power more potent is at 
work, and they quickly return to milder duties. A 
lesson of hot irons seldom has lo be repeated more 
than once a year. 

Despite a commonly received opinion to the contra¬ 
ry, beasts, the larger felines at all events, do not seem 
to possess the means of communicating to each other 
any acquired knowledge. Each one has to be taught 
separately. The others tell him nothing. AmoDg cer 
tain of the smaller animals this fact does not hold, as 
may appear in the sequel. 

ANIMALS ONCE CONSIDERED UNTAMABLE. 

The last few years have dissipated certain ideas 
formerly universally prevalent about various animals 
which were alleged to be untamable. These were nota¬ 
bly the hyenaf zebra, rhinoceros, gnu, or horned horse, 
and one or two of the minor animals not usually con¬ 
sidered worthy the trouble 6f training. 

The first, and we believe the only rhinoceros tamed, 
was broken by Dan Rice when he was a circus pro¬ 
prietor. He broke the unwieldy brute to run round the 
ring backwards Bnd forwards, being always controlled 
by a long rein fastened to an iron ring in his nose. 
This was all the sulky, beast could be compelled 
to do. He would learn no iriek, aud was always dan 
gerous. 

TRAINED HYENAS. 

The first hyena ever tamed, or whose supposed fierce 
nature was ever overcome so as to submit (o being 
handled by man, was one which was experimented on 
in 1854 by Charles White in Brooklyn. He was five or 
six years old, full grown, and as full of vice as all or 
his grave-robbing fraternity are reported to be. ihe 
first time the daring Irainer ventured into the cage, Mr. 
Hyena came at him, mouth wide open, tuBkB protrud¬ 
ing, screaming like an angry horse. It was evidently to 
be a sharp fight between the nwu and the brute. Air. 
YY r bite, with a huge club in hia hands, awaited the com 
iDg of Mr. H. As soon as Mr. H. got near enough, 
Mr. White prostrated him with the club. This was 
repeated again and again till he needed no more club, 
ami from this time he was as docile as any untrained 
. animal, and needed no more and no severer correction 
than does a young lion or leopard. 


EDUCATED ZEBRAS. 

Zebras have been so often broken to harness within 
the post ten or dozen years that the old notion of their 
untamable nature has about laded out of recollection. 

It is by no means uncommon to see zebras driven about 
the ring in harness by circus managers. The gnu, or 
horned horse, formerly thought to be the unicorn of the 
Bible, is another of the .go-called untamables. 

Bears, those which arc so tame as to walk the street, 
comparatively unguarded, with the organ-grinders, are 
easily taught. Bruin is simply a great, good-natured 
pig, rather disinclined to active exertion of all sorts. 
Having a particularly sensitive spot in the instance ol 
his nose, he Is comparatively easy to manage. His in¬ 
telligence is nearly equal to that of the dog, and were 
it not for his unwidely shape and his great weight and 
tendency t o corpulency, could easily be taught to do all 
the jumps and rolling over, and other feats of agility m 
which the dog so much excels 

ELEPHANTS. 

Beyond the rough training these huge beasts receive 
in the countries where they are caught, which teaches 
them to mind the words of the keeper, and to submit 
to its necessary bonds, it has to undergo a special cdu- 
cation to enable it to go through its many tricks in the 
broad arena of the circus. Being more intelligent than 
a dog, as tractable as a horse, as full of pride and vani¬ 
ty a« a woman, and quite as willing to leant as his mas¬ 
ter is to have him, his teaching is a matter of but short 
limo. He learns by imitation, and will adopt a new 
trick from seeing another animal perform it far more 
readily than a dog will. A little coaxing, feeding with 
much-loved delicacies (he is passionately fond of sweets 
of all kinds, and fruits), appealing to his vanity by gay 
trappings trad dresses, and Mr. Elephant soon learns to 
trot, walk, kneel down, get up, go lame, Bhaui dead, 
climb steps, stand on tubs, walk the light rope, stautl 
on his head and in fact to undertake anything which 
the keeper can make him understand. Elephants are 
worth from #2,000 up to $30,000 each, according to size, 
age, docility, amount of training, etc. 

MONKEYS. 

It being natural for them to climb, it is very easy to 
teach them to run up balconies and second floors to 
collectsmall moneys from the little people, a sharp jerk 
from the long cords attached to their waists soon bring¬ 
ing them back to earth if they seem disposed to wander 
out of bounds. They are taught to hold little sticks 
in their hands in imitation of a gun, by placing little 
sticks in their hands and rapping them sharply If they let 
them fall before the word is given. A great advaniage 
is also taken of the monkey s faculty of Imiution. 
The trainer will handle the stick or fire off the pistol, 
or pick up pennies from the ground and put them into 
the red capVand in a short lime, if left to himself, Mr. 
Monkey is sure to imitate all the operations, thus un¬ 
consciously learning all the lessons which are to earn 
1 him his livffig“n after life. The little street performer 
with his red military suit, or the little lady with her 
fine embroidered petticoat, are corrected much morc 
sevorely for losing or overlooking a penny In the collec- 
. tions of the day, than for forgetting or bungling any of 
, the tricks. This accounts for the restless eagerness 
with which a street monkey will scratch over every inch 
1 of dust and gravel, and the great sigh of satisfaction he 
i will give when he at last picks up the last of the scanty 
1 donations. losing a penny means to him also losing 
t his supper as well, to say Mtaing of a sound whipping 
1 thrown In gratuitously.

Oar London Letter. 

London, September 30. 

The great winding up affair at Doncaatcr was the fact 
that Marie Stuart failed to givi; Fraulein the 7 lbs., and 
this mare now stands equal to any, if not the best, 
stayer now in training. She is a striking exemplifica¬ 
tion of the queer turns of fortune, and also of the sud¬ 
den development of good qualities. 

Now that flic Leger has past its 100th anniversary, we 
umy reason a bit on the lessons it taught us, or at least 
try and deduct some conclusions from its results. We 
can not suy that Blair Athol can beget stayers because 
Craig Miller has won. Notwithstanding this fact, and 
that Lady-love, a daughter of his, ran second in the 
Oaks to Spinaway, her stable companion; and also that 
Skotska, by Blair Athol—Klarinska beat the reputable 
Maud Victoria over the mile and six furlongs, Parkbill 
Stakes' course, I am still of the opinion that the blaze¬ 
faced chestnut cannot get stayers. The fact that these 
above named have covered lengthy courses in this year 
does not go to prove that they are stayers, since the 
quality of horses running this year seems so far below 
that shown last season. Let us see a Blair Athol capa¬ 
ble of going two miles in company with Fraulein, Marie 
Stuart, Apology, Thunder or Lilly Agnes, and we will 
believe that the splendid chestnut can ever get any¬ 
thing more worthy of breeding from than his splendid 
roaring son, Prince Charlie. He may nick with the 
right strain of blood in time, but I do not think that 
Miss Roland will ever again produce a winner of the 
Leger if mated with Blair Athol. As a reverse to this 
is the nick between Mandragora and Adventurer which 
has successively produced Agility, Apology, aud Ana- 
l°8y; the two former proved, and the latter a promising, 
stayer. Mr. Gee saw some virtue in the Btrain, for he 
gave 3,530 gs. for the old mare Mandragora liy Rata¬ 
plan-Manganese 2,500 gs. for Agility, 1,250 gs. for 
Peradventurc, by Adventurer-Manganese, and secured 
ed also the filly foal by Palmer, out of Agility. This 
latter is an untried nick, hut Palmer was a stout goer. 

The Doncaster sales were very successful, ns some 
large prices and generally good averages were obtain¬ 
ed. On the first day, Mr. Crawford anticipated his 
luck by giving 1,500 guineas for Central Fire, by Pero 
Gomez—Benchy Head, a colt showing great quality, 
length and power. On the second day a magnificent 
colt by Scottish Chief-Lady Dot, realized 700 guineas; 
but the fine colt Hilarious, by Brown Bread-Hygeia, 
topped the list at 1,200 guineas. On the third day 
prices ranged higher, and the first to get into tbe four 
figure list was Pellegrino, by PalmereLady Audley, 
for which R. Peck thought it worth while to give 1,000 
guineas; hut the colt by Adventurer-Maid of the Glen, • 
was the king of the sale, and Jos. Dawson iB very likely ! 
to train him into notice. Mr. S. Crawford then went in- ' 
to four figures by taking the Young Melbourne, Make¬ 
shift colt at 1,100 guiucas, but I do not think this grand 
brother of Pell Mell will do as well as the bay colt Cat¬ 
gut, by Paganini-Margucrite, which R. Peck got dirt 
cheap at 420 guineas. As a conclusion to this portion 
of my letter, 1 will slate that All Heart is the most like¬ 
ly colt that we have yet seen td think of as a winner 
for the great races of next year. Like his half broth- j 
cr, distance is his forte, and time will place him a loug 
way ahead of anything he has yet encountered. The 
racing of this week docs not call for comment, but 
events will rapidly develop at Newmarket next week. 

From the horse to the hound is an easy, and to those 
who love the merry music of a crying pack, a pleasant ; 
transition. It will not be long now ere the “Hark, 
for’ard," will be heard from the cover side as the canine ' 
choir rushes head up after some old fox who has almost 
forgotten its music or its meaning.

The New Jersey Game Lawr. 

Pana, 111., Oct. 4, 1875. 

To The Field: — I fully concur with you in youi 
opinion, as expressed in your issue of tne 25lh nil., in 
regard lo the unconstitutionalily of a game law of New 
Jersey, which is said to require of non-resident sports¬ 
men tbe payment of a license, or the obtaining of a per¬ 
mit, before they can shoot ruil or reed birds in that 
State, and subjecting them to a heavy fine for a viola¬ 
tion of such law. New Jersey has longenjoyed the un¬ 
enviable reputation of being “out of the United States,” 
and if any such law is on her statute books we would 
be heartily glad if such were a reality instead of ujoke. 
Nevertheless we have (I use tho editorial “we” from 
force of habit sometimes, and sometimes I mean we) 
some good friends in that section who arc true sports¬ 
men, and who would welcome true sportsmen from oth¬ 
er States, and blush for the existence of any such 
odious enactment of his Legislature. Especially would 
I name that high-toned, genial, Jovial and jolly gentle-

When and How to Begin Breaking. 

A correspondent lately asked through our columns, 
whether his pup, nearly four months old, is too young 
to be put into a trainer’s hands. From a long experi¬ 
ence with young dogs we have come to the conclusion, 
that there is no arbitrary rule of age which will apply 
to all such cascB. Dogs vary in development of facul¬ 
ties, and the display of ability to learn, is the only 
safe criterion by which to decide when to begin break¬ 
ing. Some pups show intelligence at a very early age, 
while others are full of play and care for nothing else; 
this difference is easily perceptible to a close observer, 
and he can teach or wait according to the character of 
his pupil. There is, however, a great advantage in 
commencing to train a pup before he has acquired the 
wilfulness of age, as the work is much easier, and the 
development of the animal Into a perfectly broken dog, 
is much more speedy and certain. For this reason we 
have always striven in breeding to produce whelps of 
precocious inclinations. Our method of breeding bas al¬ 
ready been designated in these columns, and need not 
be repeated now; by it we are generally able to begin 
yard breaking wlpin the pups are from four to five 
months old, and we bave frequently had young dogs 
perfect in all preliminary exercises, and rendy for light 
field work at six months. On the other hand we have 
seen pups which were intimidated by any attempt to 
teach them, and which had to be left till age matured 
and gave them courage. Such dogs were, however, 
generally difficult to handle, and seldom turned out 
first-class workers unless broken by a superior trainer. 
Neither blood nor sex seems to establish any reliable 
standard for early training, and we have seen both the 
brightest and the dullest, of the purest lineage of both 
. sexes. It appears therefore impossible to answer in the 
abstract any question as to the age when real breaking 
should commence, since this must depend upon the in¬ 
dividual ahility rather than upon any term of exist¬ 
ence. 

The period of first lessons is a very critical one, and 
the pup has to be led and encouraged rather than 
driven along to the road to knowledge. The least 
harshness may frighten bint so that he will always as¬ 
sociate instruction with pain, and rebel against his 
trainer’s authority, or be absolutely incapable through 
fear of undi r.-tanding what is required of him. Still, 
there must be ever present the shadow of compulsion! 
that the pup may not think he can comply with or re¬ 
fuse to obey orders according to his inclination. A 
perfectly broken dog always understands that he must 
yield prompt obedience to every command, Whether 
pleasant or unpleasant. Like a soldier, he must be re¬ 
duced to a mere machine in the matter of control to be 
thoroughly effective. Yet, this submission to his mas 
ter’s will docs not prevent the dog exercising his facul 
ties to the uttermost within their legitimate range, and 
it is precisely the ability to discriminate between abso¬ 
lute obedience to orders and the proper use of his own 
powers, that makes the difference between a well- 
broken intelligent dog and a poor one. The germs of 
this faculty for correct perception and appreciation are 
implanted in the pup by his first lessons, so that his 
whole future usefulness depends in no slight degree up¬ 
on the tact and ability of his trainer. The grand point 
in breaking, is to make the dog feel the greater amount 
of pleasure in obeying the commands given him, thus 
duty and inclination go hand in hand. This can be 
taught a pup only by a judiciously balanced system, 
and rewards and punishments, with not enough of the 
former to awaken a desire to obey for the sake of the 
reward rather than of yielding to the will of his su¬ 
perior, and not enough of the latter to instill fear, and 
crush out that affection and confidence in his master, 
which is such a beautiful trait in the canine character 
To teach all this thoroughly and well in all cases, re¬ 
quires ability of a peculiar nature, patience and self

control. Almost any man can with care and study, 
break fairly well the pup which he brings up under hla 
own eye, and the peculiarities of which he knows well, 
but to be able to take a number of dogs and fathom 
their natures so as to know how to appeal to each suc¬ 
cessfully. ie a far different thing, and it may be truly 
said that a really good breaker, like "a poet and crack 
shot, is born, not made.” 

The lime and circumstances under which first lessons 
are given exert no slight influence upon the pup. We 
have always found great benefit in beginning instruc¬ 
tion at meal time, and with the plate of food in plain 
sight of the pupil. This has the double advantage of 
insuring us greater control when once gained, since 
even the appetite is made subservient to orders, and of 
giving the obedient pup his natural reward rather than 
an extra one, which, if often repealed, he is apt to learn 
to look for, and be disappointed If it Is withheld, thus 
running the risk of pampering him or awakening his 
distrust, since obedience brings no recompense. 

Of not lesB importance is the absence of all other per¬ 
sons or distracting elements, when the trainer is giving 
his instructions. The pup should have nothing to at¬ 
tract his attention from his work, nothing to serve as an 
excuse for disobedience, or sb a refuge to escape pun¬ 
ishment when the time for punishment comes. Care¬ 
lessness on this point not only gives the trainer great 
trouble, but it is also a positive cruelty to the pup, 
since it awakens natural desires which only give oc¬ 
casion for the exercise of irksome control and possibly 
of correction. 

Simplicity and brevity of the lessons are highly es¬ 
sential, as the instructions are then easily comprehended, 
and make their due impression upon the pup without 
tiring him. First lessons can hardly be too brief, and 
a single command with its execution, repeated sev¬ 
eral times during the day is better than if repeated sev¬ 
eral times in one lesson. Fatigue in man or beast 
makes an unwilling worker, and the less tbe will is 
roused to resistance, the more speedy and aaliafuctory 
will be the pupil's progress.

Kennel Queries. 

E. H., Detroit. How old should a bitch be before 
she is -bred? Ans.—Not less than two years, as she will 
not be fully matured before. 

T. A., Des Moines. I have a young dog that makes 
a very steady point, but rushes in the moment a bird 
falls. I have tried whipping without effect; is there 
any way to cure him t Ans.— Take a cord about twenty 
yards long with a snap at the end; fasten this to the 
dog’s collar when he Comes to a point, and hold the end 
firmly in your hand, then when he breaks shot let him 
go to the end of the cord, cry ‘‘charge,” and give him a 
jerk strong enough to throw him if possible, then pull 
him back to where he started and make him charge. 
A few lessons will probably cure him. If the cord in¬ 
terferes with your shooting, fasten the end to an iron 
pin which you can push into the ground deeply enough 
to prevent the dog pulling it up. 

F. G. W., Lexington. What shall I use to cure 
mange in a dog about one year old? Ana.—Mange is 
of different kinds, and requires treatment in accordance 
with its symptoms. Most cases will yield to a dressing 
of green iodide of mercury one part, lard sixteen parts. 
This must be applied daily, to a very small surface only 
and must be thoroughly rubbed into the skin so that 
the dog cannot lick any off, or the results may be bad. 
Give at the same time Fowler’s solution or arsenic 
three drops twice a day in food or a little water, in¬ 
creasing each dose by one drop every second day till 
the dog runs at the eyes or refuses his food, then stop 
for three or four days, and begin again with the dose 
used when this effect was noticed. Continue three 
weeks unless cure is effected. 

A. C., Norwich. Will you oblige mo with the origin 
of the setters and pointers? Are they derived one 
from the other, or are they distinct breeds? Ans.— 
The best authorities consider the setter a pure, un¬ 
rated dog, descended from the spaniel and brought 
up to b is present size and characteristics by careful 
breeding. Tbe origin of tbe pointer is doubtful, but it 
appears probable that he sprang originally from the 
bound. The first pointers known were brought from 
Spain into England. These dogs were very staunch 
and had extremely keen noses, but they were too heavy 
and slow, and a fox hound cross was introduced to rem¬ 
edy these defects. The best specimens of the present 
English pointer, are dogs descended from mixed blood 
but refined by breeding, till they are the equal of the 
best setters both for field qualities and stock getters 


Water Spaniels.

who first trotted her at Newburg, and then sold her to 
Messrs. Travis & Mason, brickmakers of Verplanck’s 
Point, near Peekskill. These parties had business 
transactions with Mr. John Nesbitt, the owner of the 
trotting horse John J. Bradley, and in the fall of 1867 
two matches were made between him and the young 
mare, who had not then received hernameof American 
Girl. In one of these she had to pull a wagon, while 
he went to harness; and in the other they both went in 
harness. The first race was trotted on the Fashion 
Course, Nov. 15, 1867, and five heats were required to 
decide it. The mare, who even then had a spavined 
leg, won the first heat in 2.824, the fastest time in the 
race. Bradley won the second in 2.38$; the third was 
a dead heat in 2.86, and Bradley won the fourth aud 
fifth in 2.87$, 2.86$. Every heat was closely contest¬ 
ed, and the second race wa3 looked upon as a certainty 
for the young mare, who had now to go on even terms 
with her opponent. The owner of the latter, however, 
paid forfeit, and Mr. W. Lovell, a sporting man of 
New York, purchased the mare for $7,000, and gave 
her the name of American Girl. In her first race in bis 
hands, on June 4, 1868, she beat Goldsmith Maid at 
Poughkeepsie in a race of six heats, two of which were 
won by the latter; one was a dead heat, and American 
Girl won the other three, her fastest time being 2.28. 
The same year She beat Goldsmith Maid on the Union 
Course, L. I., in a race of six heats, bringing her rec¬ 
ord down to 2.25. 

In the fall of the same year, October 27, 1868, on the 
Fashion Course, L. I., she beat Rhode Island and 
George Wilkes, and lowered her time to 2.24. The year 
1868 she commenced, unfortunately, for in a new trai¬ 
ner’s bauds (Peter Manee)LadyThorn beat hertwiceon 
the Union Course, and Lucy once on the Fashion 
Course. A change of trainers ensued, and M. Roden 
handled the mare, and in his first race with her at Pros¬ 
pect Park Course, L. I., she beat Goldsmith Maid, Lucy, 
Bashaw Jr., Rhode Island and George Wilks in three 
straight heats: Time—2.28$, 2.23$, 2.21. Continuing 
her career of success, she beat Lucy and Goldsmith 
Maid in three straight beats on the Union Course, L. I. 
The week after she defeated Goldsmith Maid and Ba¬ 
shaw Jr. at Boston, and then the following week beat 
the Maid, Lucy ana George Palmer. The next week, 
June 18, 1869, she beat Lady Thorn, Goldsmith Maid, 
Lucy and George Palmer in three heats. 

From this time American Girl’s career had been 
one of chequered success, she often trotting when out 
of condition. In 1871, on June 8, she reduced her rec¬ 
ord to 2.20, in a race at Prospect Park Course, L. I., 
against Goldsmith Maid, Lucy and George Palmer: on 
July 9, 1872, at Fleetwood Park, against Goldsmith 
Maid, Henry and Lucy to 2.19$, which still remains the 
fastest ever made on this track; and at Buffalo the 
same year still further reduced it to 2.17$. In 1874 she 
made her fastest time at Island Park Course, Albany, 
against the deceased Camors, when she placed 2.16$ 
upon her time record. Her owner refused $20,000 for 
her from Ben Mace on the morning of her death, and 
an offer of $25,000 for her the week previously had not 
been entertained. 8he was a bright bay in color, with 
black points, and stood full sixteen hands in height. 
The cause of her death is said to have been congestion 
of the lungs, indirectly due to a slight attack of the 
epizootic, from which, it was thought, she had fully re¬ 
covered. 

Iowa Shooting. 

Clinton, Ill., Oct. 5,1875. 

To Tbe Field: —Below I append the summary of a 
very interesting as well as a novel shooting match that 
took place here to-day, on the farm of P. H. Mills. 
Capt. Bogardus was here and gave us an exhibition of 
his skill with a shot-gun, on the 29th of last month; 
and since that time the boys have been anxious to try 
their skill in the same manner that he demonstrated i.«. 
.to shoot from two traps placed 40 yards apart, the 
shooter to stand 20 yards from each, facing one trap 
and back towards the other, and at the command pull 
both traps to be sprung at the same time. This is very 
difficult shooting, and a man to be successful must 
make very quick work on the first bird. 

We have here a good field shot by the name of Louis 
Duncan, that has the reputation of Doing the best quail 
shot in this section, all on account of his quickuess; 
taking this into consideration he flattered himself that 
he could walk off with the champion badge of DeWitt 
county, if R. L. Boyd, the present champion, would 
consent to shoot with him for the badge, Bogardus 
style, which Mr. Boyd did. 

Duncan and his friends were quite confident that ho 
would be successful, but much to his and their surprise 
he did not realize his anticipations, and he left the 
grounds soliloquizing tliusly, "The saddest words of 
tongue or pen are these,” “ it might have been.” Mr. 
Duncan is no doubt, a very fine field shot, but he will 
realize at some future time, if he does not to-day, that 
there is considerable difference between shooting birds 
in the field and at the trap before a large audience. 
The birds were old ones, and strong flyers, each bird 
taking to the wing immediately on being thrown from 
tbe traps. Some very fine shots and remarkable long 
ones were made by both parties. 

Sporting matters arc in a prosperous condition here, 
and there is some talk of organizing a Rifle Club.

Hints on Protecting Game. 

A Minnesota correspondent of the Rod and Oun 
sends this interesting bit of information about the nat¬ 
ural enemies of game, among which he classes "wolves, 
lynxes, foxes, skunks, martins, wildcats, panthers and 
other animals which subsist wholly on anlmBl food. 
Wolves kill hundreds of deer annually. They attack 
them at all seasons, but there aro times when aeer are 
entirely at their meroy. The deer are mostly killed 
when the snow is deep and covered with a crust, and in 


the spring when they are about to have their young I 
think it within reasonable bounds to say that three 
fawns out of five are destroyed by wolves, lynxes and 
panthers. Near frontier towns where these nnural en¬ 
emies of the deer have been exterminated,they flourish 
and are most abundant. In some sections where wolves 
are very numerous the deer have left the country, and 
but an occasional straggler is observed. In the East¬ 
ern States the skunk, weasel and mink are the principal 
destroyers of the game. Although the skunk feeds 
chiefly on insects (particularly crickets) during the sum¬ 
mer, he is ever on the lookout for the eggs and young 
of birds during his nocturnal wanderings. On several 
occasions I have found the nests of the ruffed grouse 
robbed, and sometimes the old bird Is destroyed. The 
vicious little weasel naturally hunts for all kinds of 
game, but he prefers young rabbits, squirrels, grouse. 

S ualls, etc. Like his black cousin, the mink, he will 
estroy ten times the amount of game he can eat and 
secretes the bodies of rabbits and birds, which are left 
to rot unmolested by the blood thirsty little hunter. 
Now if the sportsmen's clubs will offer rewards for the 
capture of those destroying animals, and birds of prey 
(particularly large owls), it would be a step in the right 
direction to protect game from its worst enemies." 

A Horse Suicide. 

A California journal recently gives the following sin¬ 
gular account of the death of a fine horse owned in San 
Francisco: “The latest sensation reported to the police 
is the death of a horse under circumstances which in¬ 
dicate that the magnificent animal wilfully, or with 
malice aforethought, made away with its own fife. 
Some weeks ago; a Mr. Edwards, a local druggist, gave 
a valuable young horse to a trainer to break. The anl- 


ocean beach. As soon as the colt caught a glimpse of 
the boundless deep he was seized with a fit ofemolional 
insanity, and, taking the bit in his teeth, he dashed off 
toward the breakers. Thinking that a dash of water 
would cooi his ardor, the trainer made no extraordinary 
efforts to check his colt; but when he found himself in 
three fathoms of water, with the infuriated inimal still 
heading for sea, he concluded that it was time to 
change his tactics, and, resigning his ribbons, he 
plunged into the water and swam ashore. The colt, 
however, continued on his course, till exhausted by bat¬ 
tling with waves, and encumbered with the wagon, 
he 'ceased to swim, and turned over on his side limp 
inanimate. The carcae of the misguided animal was 
washed ashore pesterday, and was viewed with curosi- 
ty by a number of persons who heard the story of the 
animal’s death.” _ 

• Good Disinfectants. —The prevalence of horse dis¬ 
temper in some localities and the reported breaking out 
of foot-and-mouth disease among cattle in India, sug¬ 
gest the use of some methods to prevent these diseases 
From spreading. Camphor is a good disinfectant and 
should be freely used in stables and near diseased ani¬ 
mals. Another excellent disinfectant is carbolic acid, 
and this should always be applied on the parts affect¬ 
ed. The carbolic qcid should be diluted with water be¬ 
fore using on any sore; one part acid to ten of water 
will be usually about right, though still weaker wifi be 
effective.

Flanagan, Malone, N. Y. Audubon's years were 1780-1851; 
was eminent as an ornithologist; the son of a French admiral, 
who settled In New Orleans. His first outcome in life was of a 
commercial character, but soon tiring, followed the natural bent 
of his inclinations, and turned bis stunt on henceforth to that 
which has since covered his name with glory. His mammoth 
work, "Birds of America," was completed in 1818, in 87 parts, el- 
phant foil i. and contained 448 beautifully colored life-size plates 
of birds. His next undertaking in importance, "Quadruped* of 
North America," consisted o three volumes, 8 vo.. letter press. 
In the drawing t he was assisted by his sons, Victor Gifford and 
John Woodhouse.

The Missouri State Fair. 

BT.fLoijlS, Oct. 7,1875. 

To The Field: —The third day of the great St. Louis 
Fair has just closed, and certainly these three have 
been days of wonder and delight to all who have wit¬ 
nessed the display. On the opening day the weather 
was charming, and the attendance was immense. There 
were at least 45,000 people on the grounds, more than 
half being children. It is the ebstom of the directors 
to make the first day one for children, and on such oc¬ 
casions schools ana academies arc closed, and the 
youngsters come in full force. 

It would take too much time and space here to de¬ 
scribe the St. Louis Fair grounds, ana it must suffice 
when I say that all who have seen them, who are com¬ 
petent to judge, pronounce them the best-in America, 
if Dot in the world. The extent of the grounds, the 
elegant buildings, the great circular amphitheater, with 
its quarter-mile track enclosed, its commodious booths 
beneath, its beautiful race track, its enormous stabling 
and stock accommodations, and the general good man¬ 
agement of its officers and directors, have given it a 
world-wide reputation. Added to this is the kindly 
disposition of the citizens of 8t. Louis, and their cour¬ 
tesy to strangers, which once shown to visitors, ts sure 
to bring them again. And so she wears the laurels, 
and at this day other States may throw up the sponge. 

Here the management offer the most liberal pre¬ 
miums for everything, and thus draw to the great exhi¬ 
bition the swiftest horses, the fattest and best through- 
bred stock of every description, the highest artistic pro¬ 
ductions, the most beautiful floral contributions, the 
gamest fowls, the biggest beets, and in short a combi¬ 
nation of everything good, great and wonderful, from 
east, west, north and south. The genius, skill and 
handiwork of everything shown is really grand. 

This is the fifteenth annual exposition, and it bids 
fair to he the best ever held. On Monday the races 
comprised one for two year old colts and Allies, half- 
mile heats, 2 in 3, for $300, aud a pacing match to har¬ 
ness, mile beats, 2 in 3, for $175. On Tuesday there 
were two races, the first for $400, running, two mile 
beats, 2 in 3, free for all. In this there were only three 
entries, Chas. Pine’s s. g. Kilburne took the two heats, 
with 8. H. Jones' Saugamond, close at his heels for 
second. Sangamond was in bad condition, and was 
quite lame when she left the track. The second race 
was for $225, trotting, mile heats, 3 in 5, for 2.45 horses. 
There were seven entries. Five heals were made, and 
Dr. J. B. Kinney’s g. g. Joe L. Stephens took the 1st, 
8d and 6th beats. An hour’s rain just before daylight 
this morning made the track quite muddy, so that the 
races billed for to-day, were postponed till to-morrow 
morning. The race track is a very handsome one, half 
mile in extent, and the stands for judges, timers, re¬ 
porters, and the open seats for 10,000 people are all 
convenient and pleasant. I will forward full scores of 
all races in time for your next issue. 

To-morrow will be the grand day of all the year here. 
Thursday of Fair week is a grand gala day, and is a 
holiday. Christmas, New Years day or Fourth of July, 
when compared with it, absolutely sink into insigni¬ 
ficance. The Mayor issues his proclamation, the 
banks, mercantile bouses, shops, ana every mechanical 
place closes its doors, and a hundred thousand people 
go to the Fair. Then it is ram and jam, hustle and bus¬ 
tle, crowd and crush, and it is worth more to see the 


people than' the articles at the great show. And so it 
will be to-morrow if the weather is fair. 

There are several base ball clubs here from abroad, 
prominent among which are the Cincinnati Reds. This 
club played the St. Louis club yesterday, and were de¬ 
feated. The same clubs played again to-day, but I 
have not the result. Will send score at the end of the 
week. 

Captain Bogardus is expected here on Friday morn¬ 
ing to give exhibition matches on Friday and Satur¬ 
day. * 

I cannot close this without a good word for the grand 
old Southern Hotel.
